Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1965.  This  has  been  set 
out  in  a  similar  way  to  those  of  the  past  few  years,  and  includes 
items  specifically  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  population  of  the  four  districts  now  totals  130,068,  65% 
of  the  increase  of  4,030  during  1965,  being  contributed  by 
Sodbury  Rural  District.  The  total  population  has  risen  by  36,960 
during  the  past  10  years,  and  here  the  relative  figures  are  12%  and 
22%  in  the  urban  districts  of  Mangotsfield  and  Kingswood 
respectively,  and  28%  and  38%  in  the  Warmley  and  Sodbury 
rural  districts. 

This  is  the  first  occasion  when  comment  on  a  complete 
year’s  working  of  the  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 
has  been  possible.  It  will  be  seen  that  each  district  Health 
Department  has  its  share  of  responsibility  for  ensuring  satisfactory 
working  conditions  for  the  shop  and  office  workers  in  its  area.  On 
the  whole  it  would  appear  that  within  the  limitations  set  by  the 
Act,  standards  have  been  quite  good,  save  in  a  few  cases. 

I  am  indebted  to  many  people  for  much  of  the  information 
contained  in  the  following  pages.  In  this  connection,  and  for 
their  invaluable  help  throughout  the  year,  I  am,  as  always,  most 
grateful  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.

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POPULATION  INCREASES  1957-65,  SOUTH  GLOUCESTERSHIRE  AREA 
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Although  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  each  district  during  the  past  ten  years,  this  has  become 
less  marked  recently  in  Warmley  and  the  two  urban  districts.  The  figure  for  Sodbury  Rural  District  however,  shows  a  steady 
upward  trend  since  1958. 
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All  save  two  of  the  deaths  were  classified  by  the  Registrar  General  under  two  headings,  viz  “Congenital  Malformation 
“Other  defined  and  ill  defined  diseases”. 

it  will  be  noted  that  28  of  these  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life.

1965  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles  in  this  area,  the  number 
of  notifications  being  double  that  for  1964.  They  still  do  not  reach 
the  figure  for  1961,  when  there  were  2,800  cases.  It  will  be  inter¬ 
esting  to  watch  the  effect  of  the  increasing  use  of  measles 
immunisation,  for  which,  however,  there  is  no  national  scheme  at 
present. 

Thirteen  of  the  18  notifications  of  Sonne  Dysentery  in  the 
Sodbury  R.D.  area  were  part  of  two  small  outbreaks  which 
occurred  at  a  local  hospital  and  children’s  home.  These  were  soon 
brought  under  control,  but  as  always,  a  tremendous  amount  of 
check  sampling  and  searching  for  sympton  free  cases  was  involved. 

Other  Dysentery  notifications  referred  to  single  cases.

More  than  57%  of  the  deaths  tabulated  opposite  were  due  to 
the  “Vascular  Diseases”. 

Coronary  Thrombosis  is  included  in  this  group,  and  accounts 
for  253  of  the  631  deaths  (40%). 

Expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  deaths  due  to  all  causes, 
this  condition  accounts  for  22.9%  —  the  highest  proportion 
recorded,  and  a  1.5%  increase  on  last  year.  170  of  the  253  deaths 
occurred  in  men. 

42  deaths  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  and  36  of  these  were  in 

men. 


Attention  should  perhaps  also  be  directed  to  groups  33  -  35 — 
and  especially  to  the  16  deaths  due  to  “accidents”  (other  than 
those  in  which  a  motor  vehicle  was  involved),  for  8  of  these 
occurred  under  the  age  of  15  years,  and  7  over  the  age  of  65.

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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 


The  Mass  Radiography  Service  continued  to  carry  out  survey 
work  in  the  area,  visiting  some  14  sites.  These  were  mainly 
factories,  firms  and  institutions,  but  public  sessions  were  held  in 
Chipping  Sodbury  and  Yate.  Many  South  Gloucestershire  residents 
also  visit  the  static  unit  in  Bristol. 

As  a  result  of  this  work,  chest  abnormalities  were  detected  in 
287  individuals,  including  2  cases  of  active  tuberculosis,  and  12  of 
lung  cancer. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

This  immunisation  procedure  which  gives  protection  against 
Tuberculosis  is  offered  to  school  children  at  twelve  years  of  age 
(provided  they  are  negative  to  a  skin  test  given  a  few  days 
previously).

Bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  are  taken  at  intervals 
throughout  the  district  from  both  public  and  private  supplies. 
Results  are  shown  in  the  table  which  follows  and  similar  analyses 
of  the  Hawkesbury  Supply  are  given  under  that  heading. 

One  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sample  was  obtained  during 
the  course  of  routine  sampling  of  the  mains  in  the  Mangotsfield 
Urban  District,  but  subsequent  samples  from  the  same  source 
proved  satisfactory. 

Apart  from  the  normal  treatment  varying  with  the  source,  no 
special  measures  have  been  necessary  to  combat  any  form  of 
contamination. 

No  source  is  likely  to  give  a  plumbosolvent  water. 

There  was  no  repetition  of  the  complaints  received  last  year 
concerning  unacceptable  amounts  of  sediment  in  the  supply. 

Various  minor  extensions  were  laid  during  the  year,  in  par¬ 
ticular  at  the  Vale,  Pucklechurch  (cost  £585;  supply  to  7  houses). 

Lower  Common,  Yate  (cost  £3,446;  supply  to  12  houses).  Golden 
Valley  and  Newpit  Lane  (£6,798;  to  16  properties),  Upton 
Cheyney  (part,  £2,745;  to  1 1  properties). 

There  are  now  very  few  properties  in  the  South  Gloucestershire 
area  which  are  still  without  a  mains  supply  —  only  about  70 
houses  in  Sodbury  Rural  District,  mainly  in  remote  areas,  and  a 
very  few  indeed  in  Warmley  Rural  District. 
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It  is  regretted  that  it  is  not  possible  to  give  the  above  figures  by  Parishes. 


HAWKESBURY  WATER  SUPPLY 

(SODBURY  RURAL  DISTRICT) 


The  Parish  of  Hawkesbury  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  Sodbury  Rural  District  and  is  supplied  by  a  small  pumping 
station  situated  in  the  Kilcott  Valley. 


No  major  breakdowns  occurred  during  the  year  and  the  regular 
maintenance  and  minor  repairs  effected  from  time  to  time  has 
resulted  in  the  pumping  station  working  satisfactorily. 


The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  during  the  year  was 
28,696,753  gallons  with  a  daily  average  of  78,621  gallons.  This 
amount  is  a  decrease  of  7,298  gallons  per  day  or  nearly  9.3%. 
This  saving  is  attributed  to  the  checking  of  the  mains  and  the 
subsequent  repairs  to  leakages  discovered. 


The  quarterly  examinations  of  the  machinery  by  a  recognised 
firm  of  engineers  and  the  Insurance  Company  have  revealed  no 
further  items  requiring  attention  and  the  routine  flushing  of  the 
dead  ends  has  been  the  only  action  necessary  to  the  system. 


Samples  of  both  raw  and  treated  water  are  taken  regularly  and 
the  result  of  one  such  sample  is  shown  below.

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 

This  year  saw  the  completion  of  two  major  sewerage  schemes; 
the  Frome  Valley  Main  Drainage  Scheme  which  was  designed  to 
connect  the  sewerage  system  of  the  Frome  Valley  area  to  the 
system  of  the  Bristol  Corporation  —  this  was  completed  in  May; 
and  the  Frampton  Cotterell  link  sewer  designed  to  eliminate 
sewage  disposal  at  Nibley,  and  to  dispense  with  several  pumping 
stations  in  the  area,  was  finished  in  July. 

The  Westerleigh  Sewerage  Scheme  designed  to  give  drainage 
facilities  to  some  70  properties  in  the  village  is  expected  to  be 
completed  early  in  the  New  Year.  (N.B.  date  of  completion 
January,  1966). 

Two  small  schemes,  one  at  Kendleshire  designed  to  serve  14 
dwellings  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  £3,239  and  the  other  scheme 
at  Swan  Lane  designed  to  serve  12  dwellings  and  the  Collegiate 
School,  Winterbourne,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £3,800  was  com¬ 
menced  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  has  been  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  district  and  co-operation  with  traders  was 
such  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  only  a  few  cases  of 
informal  action  against  them.

CARAVAN  SITES 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  nine  multiple  caravan  sites 
in  operation. 

Seven  of  these  (accommodating  233  caravans)  were  perman¬ 
ent  residential  sites  and  two  (with  a  total  of  42  caravans)  were 
licenced  for  seasonal  use  only. 

Seven  new  licences  were  issued  for  single  sites,  bringing  the 
total  of  single  sites  to  52.  Nine  applications  were  refused  on 
planning  grounds.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 

A  complete  survey  of  all  refuse  collection  services  was  under¬ 
taken  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  considerable  reorganisation 
of  areas  was  subsequently  carried  out. 

During  the  year  delivery  was  taken  of  one  new  18/24  cu.  yd. 
compression  and  one  50  cu.  yd.  continuous  loading  vehicle.  The 
18/24  cu.  yd.  machine  is  being  operated  in  the  Frampton  Cotterell 
/Winterbourne  and  Frenchay  districts  and  the  50cu.yd.  con¬ 
tinuous  loading  machine  in  the  Filton  district. 
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Sodbury  Rural  District  Council 

As  a  result  it  has  been  possible  to  introduce  a  weekly 
collection  in  the  Pucklechurch,  Stoke  Park,  and  Northville  areas. 

During  the  year  also  the  existing  salvage  collection  service 
operating  in  the  Chipping  Sodbury  areas  was  extended  to  the 
shopping  areas  of  Yate  and  Filton.  Sales  of  waste  paper  continued 
to  rise  and  247  tons  were  sold  during  1965. 

Disposal  of  refuse  has  continued  at  Hambrook  Brickworks, 
Northwoods  and  Doynton  Quarries.  The  tip  at  Horton  Hill  was 
closed  in  April,  when  the  new  site  at  Old  Barn  Quarries,  Wickwar 
became  operational. 

Following  the  opening  of  the  Bristol  Trunk  Sewer,  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Winterbourne  and  Nibley  became 
redundant.  Both  these  sites  have  been  acquired  for  refuse  dis¬ 
posal,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  be  available  for  this 
purpose  by  1967/68.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

During  the  year  45  applications  for  registration  were  received 
and  the  total  number  of  premises  entered  on  the  register  is  now 
279.  The  number  of  inspections  made  in  1965  was  158. 

Four  minor  accidents  were  reported  and  these  were  investi¬ 
gated;  the  results  of  such  investigations  were  sent  to  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories.  The  total  number  of  infringements  noted 
during  the  year  was  90  and  all  of  these  were  minor  ones  con¬ 
cerned  principally  with  the  lack  of  thermometers  for  the  measure¬ 
ment  of  room  temperature  and  first  aid  equipment.  No  difficulties 
have  been  experienced  in  persuading  employers  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  good  co-operation  has  been  the 
common  experience. 

During  the  latter  quarter  of  the  year  a  detailed  investigation 
of  lighting  conditions  was  carried  out  upon  a  cross  section  of  the 
various  types  of  premises  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  and 
a  narrative  report  was  submitted  to  the  Factory  Inspector.

Trunk  Sewers 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  new  Trunk  Sewer  within  the 
Bristol  area. 

Sewers 

During  1965,  no  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  the 
provision  of  main  drainage  in  those  areas  which  at  present  lack 
the  facility.  As  stated  in  last  years  report,  conditions  in  the  North 
Common  area  are  such  as  to  merit  the  urgent  provision  of  main 
sewers. 

During  the  year,  a  number  of  private  sewers,  pursuant  to 
Section  17  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  were  adopted  as  public 
sewers  and  became  vested  in  the  Council,  the  total  lengths 
involved  were  as  follows  : 

697  yards  of  9  inch  sewer  and  3,647  yards  of  6  inch  sewer. 
Conversions 

The  following  conversions  took  place  during  1965  : 

One  Pail  closet  converted  to  water  carriage  system  discharging 
to  main  sewer. 

Four  pail  closets  converted  to  water  carriage  system  dis¬ 
charging  to  septic  tanks. 

One  pail  closet  converted  to  water  carriage  system  discharg¬ 
ing  to  cesspool. 

Ten  properties  were  provided  with  water  closets  accessible 
from  within  the  premises,  where  previously  external  closets  only 
had  existed. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act  for  the  use  of 
filling  materials,  and  are  also  licensed  for  the  storage  of  rag 
flock.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  operate  an  off-street  (back  door  type)  collection 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District,  and  this  continues  to 
function  most  satisfactorily.  Alternative  collections  are  arranged 
over  each  statutory  holiday  period. 

During  the  year,  the  dustless  collection  system,  using  the 
Zoller  method,  was  introduced  in  approximately  half  of  the  Rural 
District,  and  this  has  proved  extremely  satisfactory  in  every 
respect.  The  Council  have  provided  at  least  one  special  type  bin 
to  each  property  within  the  area  covered  and  these  are  mechanic¬ 
ally  loaded  by  a  special  vehicle  with  a  completely  dustless 
operation. 

It  is  hoped  to  extend  the  dustless  system  in  1967  so  as  to 
cover  the  remainder  of  the  Rural  District,  with  the  exception  of 
certain  isolated  properties  which  will  be  provided  with  the  paper 
sack  system.  The  sack  scheme,  which  will  cover  about  250  pro¬ 
perties,  will  be  introduced  during  the  summer  of  1966. 

This  does  represent  real  progress  in  the  public  cleansing 
field,  and  the  Warmley  Rural  District  Council  is  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  on  its  progressive  outlook. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Cowhorn  tip  has  been  exhausted,  and  controlled  tipping 
is  now  taking  place  at  the  rear  of  Blackhorse  Road  playing  fields, 
Mangotsfield.  This  is  a  short-term  site,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
provide  sufficient  capacity  to  handle  the  District’s  refuse  until  the 
new  Pulverisation  Plant  and  Claypits  site  become  available  in 
the  spring  of  1966. 

The  Pulverisation  Plant,  which  is  under  construction  at 
Carsons  Road,  Siston,  is  nearing  completion,  and  the  capital 
works  at  the  claypits  are  progressing. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

The  reception  of  this  Act  to  put  shop  and  office  workers  on 
a  similar  footing  to  factory  workers  has  generally  been  quite  good. 

Prior  to  making  regulations  prescribing  a  standard  of  lighting 
for  premises  covered  by  the  Act,  the  Ministry  asked  Local 
Authorities  to  report  on  the  enforcement  of  the  requirement  to 
provide  “suitable  and  sufficient”  lighting  under  Section  8,  the 
report  relating  to  the  last  three  months  of  1965. 

In  this  district  the  general  impression  of  lighting  standards 
was  good,  the  greater  use  of  the  fluorescent  tube  possibly  accounts 
for  this.  Offices  generally  seemed  to  have  a  lower  standard  of 
lighting  than  shops,  although  poor  artificial  lighting  was  not 
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Warmley  Rural  District  Council 

necessarily  found  to  signify  bad  working  conditions  generally. 
With  older  premises,  lighting  in  corridors,  staircases  and  wash 
places  has  often  been  unsatisfactory  and  certainly  below  the  re¬ 
commendations  of  the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society. 

In  one  particular  office  where  working  conditions  generally, 
were  good,  the  artificial  lighting  at  one  point  was  as  low  as  3 
lumens  per  square  foot;  when  compared  with  the  Illuminating 
Engineering  Society’s  recommendation  of  30-45  lumens  per  square 
foot  it  perhaps  shows  how  easily  aids  to  greater  efficiency  are 
sometimes  missed.

Conham  Sewage  Works-plus  the  treated  effluent  from  the  works. 

The  department  was  involved  in  a  considerable  amount  of 
work  concerned  with  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  public  and 
private  sewers  revealed  after  complaints  of  blockages.  This  work 
was  mainly  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  recharged  to  the 
owners.

From  1933  until  the  end  of  the  year  1965,  some  650  dwellings 
which  were  unfit  for  human  habitation  were  either  demolished, 
closed  or  made  fit.

CARAVANS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

The  Council’s  caravan  site  at  Bibstone  continues  to  be  fully 
occupied  by  residential  caravans  and  there  is  a  long  waiting  list 
for  vacant  standings. 

There  are  two  further  licensed  sites  for  four  and  one  caravans 
respectively.  There  are  a  small  number  of  vans  occupied  in  the 
area  which  fall  outside  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act  I960. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  continue  to  dispose  of  household  refuse  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Conham  Meads,  Hanham — the  last  available 
site  in  the  area.  About  50%  of  the  refuse  from  the  Mangotsfield 
U.D.C.  is  also  tipped  here.  The  second  layer  of  refuse  was 
approximately  half  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Tipping 
here  will  cease  when  the  pulverisation  plant  at  Carsons  Road, 
being  built  by  the  South  Glos.  Refuse  Disposal  Committee,  is 
opened,  taking  refuse  from  Kingswood,  Mangotsfield  and  Warmley.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Twelve  registration  forms  were  received  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  164  premises  registered  under  the  Act.  A  total 
of  942  persons  (424  male:  518  female)  are  employed  in  these 
registered  premises.  Inspections  were  made  of  81  of  them  during 
the  year,  revealing  minor  contraventions.  A  total  of  208  visits 
were  made.

From 
the  information  collected  it  was  considered  advisable  to  circulate 
all  registered  premises  reminding  them  of  the  need  to  maintain 
the  minimum  temperature  required  under  the  Act 

Section  8 — Lighting 

1.  The  standard  of  lighting  in  offices  and  shops,  both  natural 
and  artificial,  has  been  found  generally  satisfactory. 

2.  There  were  no  examples  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  found 
during  inspections  made  during  the  specified  three  month 
period. 

3.  No  specific  standards  of  lighting  have  been  recommended  to 
occupiers. 

4.  No  instances  of  excessive  glare  have  been  noticed.

Four  individual  houses  were  dealt  with  by  means  of  Demolit¬ 
ion  or  Closing  Orders.  In  the  Redevelopment  Area  of  Staple  Hill, 
14  houses  were  demolished  in  order  to  make  way  for  the  first 
phase,  namely  the  provision  of  a  car  park  to  ease  the  traffic 
congestion  in  High  Street.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


The  number  of  standard  grants  approved  was  more  than 
three  times  the  number  dealt  with  in  1964.  This  is  probably  due 
to  a  public  meeting  held  for  the  benefit  of  owners  in  January, 
1965,  in  order  to  focus  further  publicity  on  the  improvement 
grant  scheme. 

The  Council  decided  to  purchase  an  old-type  house  centrally 
situated,  with  a  view  to  building  on  a  bathroom  and  providing 
the  standard  amenities,  after  which  the  house  would  be  on  view 
to  the  public,  as  a  practical  demonstration  of  what  owners  could 
achieve  if  they  avail  themselves  of  the  improvement  grant  scheme.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

Visits  were  made  to  the  Soundwell  Baths  each  week  and 
estimates  of  the  pH  and  chlorine  content  were  carried  out.  In 
addition  to  this  routine  checking,  six  water  samples  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination,  and  three  bacteriological 
samples  were  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All  these 
were  satisfactory. 

The  water  used  for  filling  is  drawn  from  the  public  mains  of 
the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company. 

The  filtration  plant  is  capable  of  circulating,  filtering  and 
treating  the  whole  contents  of  the  pool  once  every  3£  hours,  the 
capacity  of  the  pool  being  210,000  gallons.  Five  vertical  air 
scoured  pressure  filters  are  used  each  of  8  ft.  diameter.  Agitation 
is  by  compressed  air  through  a  single  graded  bed  of  filtering  media, 
3ft.  in  depth. 

Automatic  alum  and  soda  dosing  equipment  is  provided  as  a 
means  of  injecting  into  the  main  delivery  line  the  correct  amount  of 
chemical  per  gallon  of  water  circulated.  Three  water  circulating 
pumps  are  installed,  and  capable  of  delivering  30,000  gallons  per 
hour.  Under  normal  bathing  conditions  two  pumps  will  be  used 
with  one  held  in  reserve. 

Aeration  of  the  water  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a  self- 
induction  type  aerator  and  the  temperature  of  the  water  in  the 
pool  is  maintained  by  a  thermostatically  operated  calorifier 
situated  in  the  delivery  system,  so  that  the  pool  water  is  heated 
after  it  has  been  filtered  and  before  it  has  been  aerated.  Vacuum 
type  gas  chlorinator  equipment  is  used  to  inject  chlorine  to  the 
circulating  water  by  means  of  an  electrically  driven  pump.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Twelve  talks  were  given  on  health  education  to  organisations 
in  the  district.  These  talks  were  very  well  received,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  public  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the 
very  wide  scope  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  duties,  particu¬ 
larly  insofar  as  it  relates  to  food  premises,  meat  inspection,  etc.  A 
comprehensive  library  of  film  strips  has  been  collected  and  covers 
all  aspects  of  environmental  health. 

AIR  POLLUTION 

No  complaints  regarding  smoke  nuisance  were  received  during 
the  year,  but  a  few  visits  were  made  following  observation  of 
smoke  emissions. 

REFUSE  COLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  certain  amount  of  re-routing  has  been  necessary  due  to 
increases  in  the  population  and  an  additional  vehicle  (S.D.  Paka- 
matic  35  cubic  yard)  has  been  put  into  commission. 

This  authority  has  no  tip  and  all  refuse  is  taken  to  the  tips 
of  adjoining  authorities.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  Pulveris¬ 
ation  Plant  at  Carsons  Road  will  be  in  operation  in  mid  1966 
which  will  considerably  reduce  distances  travelled  to  the  tips 
previously  mentioned. 
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The  full  time  Operator  employed  by  this  Council  carried  out  the  inspection  of  8,121  drainage  inspection  chambers  throughout 
the  district,  and  in  85  of  these  there  was  evidence  of  rat  infestation.  Regular  visits  are  also  made  to  factories  and  food  premises 
ana  appropriate  action  is  of  course  taken  on  receipt  of  complaints. 

The  local  authority  carries  out  treatment  of  all  houses  and  business  premises  entirely  free  of  charge,  and  the  service  in¬ 
cludes  the  eradication  of  wasps  nests.
